At the present time outside < f the 
National park, where a .ont 260 buf- 
faloes are now harbored, there a -e not 
over 300, probably not as man", left 
in the whole United States. Th"» nnr- 
vivors of this magnificent race or ani- 
mals are scattered in lir.ttebuncl.es in 
several local itiea. There are abo it 100 
in Montana, or tvt least there w jro a 
year ago, some at the head of Dry 
creek, and the remainder at the head 
of Porcupine creek. In Wyo ning 
then, are a few stragglers from tlie 
National Park, which, when chased, 
run back th*>r° for protection. I a the 
mountains of Colorado last stunner 
there w*re two bunches of mountain 
bison, one of twenty-five head, and 
the other of eleven. These have 
probably bet;n killed. There 
are 


none in Dakota, though eigl teen 
months sgo thirty were known ;o be 
there. 


It was estimated in 1387 that here 


were twenty-Sevan in Nobraski. and 
»bout fifty more scattered 
IE the 


western part of the Indian teriitory 
and Kansas. 
Those in Nebiaska 


have since been killed by the S oux. 
Of the thousands that once in- 
habited 
Texas, 
only two (mall 
bunches remain. 
Thirty-two lead 


are near the Batons, in the n>rth- 
western part of the Panhandle, and 
eighr. in the sandhills on the Staked 
plain north of the 1'ecos river. 'J hese 
were seen and counted on the 1st of 
April of last y<;ar. This estimai e of 
the remnant of a great race n be- 
lieved to be essentially correct. I was 
obtained from reliable and we 1-in- 
formed persons throughout the Weet, 
and in part from personal observ ition 
during thejpaat year.

Four locomotives to be run by noda, 


which takes the placa of fire under 
the boiler, hiivo been built in Phila- 
delphia. They are for service on the 
streets of Minneapolis, Minn., where 
sleam engines are forbidden. The 
engine ifl about sixteen fuel lou^, en- 
tirely boxed in, with no visible si loke 
stack or pipes, us there is no exl aust 
or refuse. The boiler is of co]>por, 
84|o inches in diameter, and ti teen 
feet 
long, 
having tubes running 


through it us in Eteam boilers. Inside 
the boiler will be placed five to is of 
soda, which, upon being damped by 
a jet of steam, produces an intense 
heat. In about six hours the sola is 
thoroughly saturated, 
when 
the 


action ceasos. 


A stream of superheated steam 


from a stationary boiler is then forced 
through the soda, whicii drivet out 
themoisture, and the soda is ivady 
for use again. The exhaust steam 
from the cylinders ie used to satt rate 
toe soda, ancl by this means ail re- 
fuse is used. 


These engines are the first of i heir 


kind . that have been built in this 
country. They will have !he fame 
power as those used on the New V'ork 
levated roads. Soda engines are 
used in Berlin and other Eurajiean 
cities very successfully, and they also 
traverse the St. Gothard Tunnel, un- 
der the Alps, where the stuam en- 
gines cannot be used, because the 
tunnel cannot be "entiiated so ai to 
carry off the noxious gases goner ited 
bv a locomotive.

900 milee of oceiin by the means just 
indicated. There is probaby no bet- 
ter example of ocean migration than 
that offered by the Azores, and it is
